Then I have some old books w rit­ 
ten by practitioners long since re-

tired or gone and I never have to 
replace them because th eir con­ 
ten ts are eternal. One of them was 
w ritten by a form er chief of mine 
who used to come into the w ards 
in a long, black broadcloth coat. We 
internes were inclined to laugh 
a t him but the patients adored 
him. He w asn’t much a t home with 
a microscope and he held the X-ray 
pictures upside down when he 
scrutinized them , but he made his 
patients com fortable and he gave 
each of them about eleven different 
kinds of remedies— including diets 
and packs and baths and com­ 
presses. 


Old-Fashioned Treatm ent 


W ell, when I look up Bronchitis 
or P haryngitis in one of these 
modern books and get to the sec­ 
tion on “T reatm ent" there are two 
or three stingy little lines to the 
general effect “ R est in bed in a 
well ventilated room is essential. 
Fluids should be forced and only 
the sim plest foods given. Many 
drugs have been mentioned but 
few are valuable.” T h a t’s very 
sage. Yeu put the patient in a 
well ventilated room, not in the 
coal chute in the cellar. And fluids! 
W hat fluids should be forced? And 
if so m any rem edies have been 
mentioned, m ention a few. 
Then you tu rn to my old pre­ 
ceptor’s chapter on Bronchitis and 
you have a gorgeous sweep of ten 
or eleven pages on treatm ent. You 
really get somewhere. 


Use Cough Drops 


O f the things he used to like to 
give his bronchitis patients, loz­ 
enges were 
favorites. 
“ Cough 
drops!” And they are all right. 


They set very much the same way 
as cough syrups. 
S ugar is the 
great pacifier of the irritated 
larynx, and the su g ar content is 
really more of th e ir secret than 
anything else. So they are indi­ 
cated, as I said of cough syrups, 
in the stage when the cough be­ 
comes more habitual than pro­ 
ductive. You have coughed and 
coughe^until your voice box is all 
red and congested and swollen, 
and it keeps irrita tin g you and 
m aking you cough m ore and keep­ 
ing you awake a t night until 
you’re all worn out, and it isn’t 
doing any good because it isn’t 
bringing up any of the secretions 
and infective m aterial. 
T hat is when the cough drops, 
the lozenges, the troches come in. 
There are all kinds of them. The 
troches of slippery elm are official 
in the N ational F orm ulary and are 
am ong the best. B ut you can get 
m any flavors and kinds to suit 
your palate. In practice they are 
really better than the cough syr­ 
ups because they stay longer in 
the mouth and ex ert th eir soothing 
action over a longer period of time. 
Don’t forget them in the la tte r 
stages of a cold. 
I t’s the little 
things th a t count in trea tin g colds.

No 
treatm en t by diet is of any value 
and the most successful treatm ent 
has been aimed at posture because 
some doctors think there is a slight 
deviation of the spinal column. 
The album in appears only when 
these people a re on th eir feet a 
long time.
